THE FOOD CORPORATION OF. INDIA 

New Delhi, the 17th August 1973 

No. 1-5/73-EP. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 45 of the Food Corporation Act, 1964 (37 
oL 1964) and with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government, the Food Corporation of India hereby 
makes the Tollowiug Regulations to amend the Food 
Curpoiation of India (Staff) Regulations, 1971, name- 
ly 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Food 

Corporation of India (Shift) 10th Amendment 
Regulations, 1973. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into lorcc 
on the 10th July, 1973, 

2. The following provisos should be inserted in place 
ot the cxislmg proviso under Regulation 7(3) (b) of 


the Food Corporation of India (Staff) Regulations, 
1971, namely 

“Provided that the Executive Committee (or iu 
case where the Board of Directors is the appoint- 
ing authority, the Board) may extend the period ol 
re-employment of Category-!, II or III officers 
beyond a period of two years subject to a maximum 
age limit ot 60 years. 

Provided further the Executive Committee (or in 
ease whete the Board of Directors is the appoint- 
ing authority, the Board) may extend the period ot 
re-employment of hcientific/technical personnel of 
Category-1, II or IIT officers upto the age of 62 
years in very raie and exceptional circumstances, 

Note : For Criteria determining rare and exceptional 
circumstances, the relevant guidelines contained in Minis- 
try of Home Affair’s O.M. No. 26/ 1 l/6S-Ests(B) dated 
the 1 7th June, 1969 shall be followed.” 

3. The Regulations mentioned in column-T below 
should be amended to lead as indicated in column-11 : — 

Col 1 Col. II 

10(i) 

Promotion shall be made on the basis of 
seniority subject to Alness in respect of non- 
seleetion posts indicated in Appendix-T of 
the Staff Regulations. 

10(iii) 

All piomotions shall be consideied by a Pro- 
motion Board duly constituted for this pur- 
pose and shall be regulated by the general 
instructions to be issued by the Board of 
Directors in regard to the field of choice of 
candidates, the size of the panel and the 
validity of the panel. 

15(3) During the period ot probation an employee 
directly recruited shall be liable to be dis- 
charge from service without assigning any 
leason by giving him a notice of 30 days or 
pay m lieu thereof. 

An employee promoted from a lower post 
to a higher post shall he liable to be reverted 
lo the lower post without notice and without 
assigning any reason. 

15(4) An employee who has satislactorily com- 
pleted his probation in any post shall therc- 
atler he confirmed. 

19(2) The services of any employee appointed 
under sub-clause (b) or sub-clause (c) of 
Clause (3) of Regulations 7 may be lermi- 
nated by the competent authority on giving 
him 30 days notice or pay in lieu thereof, 

74(1) Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
Regulations, (he Board, may at any time, 
either on its own motion or otherwise, call 
lor the leeords ol any enquiry and review 
any order made tinder these Regulations.
